STUDENTS AND STAFF MUST PAY MORE 

Parking Permit Fee 
Increases From $1 To $5 


After a two-hour meeting last 
week, the parking authority de¬ 
cided to Increase car regis¬ 
tration fees from $1 to $5 
for students next fall. 

NEW FACULTY members 
or present ones who want a 
sticker for a different car must 
also pay $5. Staff registration 
will not have to be renewed on 
cars that already have a stick¬ 
er. 

“In the past we haven’t 
used parking fees to construct 
parking lots, but we’re going 
to have to,” Ed White, direc¬ 
tor of Safety and Security, 
explained. “There is no money 


for improvement of parking 
lots in next year’s budget so 
we will use the money from 
the fees. This is the way it has 
been done at other UT schools 
for at least two years.” 

SOME OF THE fee in¬ 
crease will be used to con¬ 
struct facilities at Ellington 
Hall and Lee and Moody 
Street parking lots. Present 
parking lots will be land¬ 
scaped. 

A motion to have a $10regis- 
tration fee was withdrawn 
at the meeting after White 
told the authority $5 a year 
would generate adequate funds.

Board of Trustees calls Austin 
Peay’s “open houses” visita¬ 
tion hours, and President 
Boling said visitation hours 
were “unnegotiable.”

“I feel that I would bedere- 
licting my duty if I didn’t in¬ 
form the students of the rules 
we have to follow,” Sexton said.

The girls dorms have naa 
only a few open houses, and 
they were on special occas¬ 
ions. According to Dianne Mc¬ 
Collum, Dean of Women, the 
girls have stayed within the 
guidelines.

Cooling System 
Mow Working 


The Director of the Phy¬ 
sical Plant, Will Dickerson, 
said, "All air conditioning sys¬ 
tems are all correctly operating 
except those in the F wing of 
Ellington and in the G wing of 
GH dorm. 

"THE RUNNING of either 
the heating and the cooling sys¬ 
tems is separate. The heat has 
to be shut down before the air 
conditioning can begin or vice 
versa.
